“shook him as a terrier does a rat,” and dragged 
him down the street to a patrol box. “When the 
police wagon came the lawyer, who had followed the 
politeman but who had made no comment, was told 
that he also would have to go along. 

The police might say t merely a prudent and 


striker evidently was not beaten tp. The attorney 
was not mishandled. He was merely taken along. 
It was outrageous to the two who were the victims 
of it, and to others who merely saw it; but there 
have been many worse cases. The detective prob- 
ably thinks he acted within reason and with re-

He 
became dizzy, vomited several times, and 
had a violent headache. His skin became 
ineréasingly dusky and five hours after 
spilling the aniline he became uncon- 
scious. He lay’ unconscious for nine 
hours. 
This was an extra bad case of acute 
aniline poisoning. Around rubber plants 
sufferers from chronic slow aniline pois- 
oning are known as blue men or blue boys
